Administration Looks Ahead 


Recent administration moves have 
emphasized the fact that President Ralph 


B. Draughon and other API administra- 
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tors have been busily planning for the 
future as well as carrying out their 
routine duties this summer. 


A board composed of four nationally 
known agricultural and home economics 
leaders has been called to the campus 
to make a study of Auburn’s agricultural 
programs in instruction, research, and 
extension. Dr. Draughon says that the 
study is being made “to enable us to 
move into the future with a strong ag- 
ricultural program of maximum value 
to our state.” 


At Dr. Draughon’'s request, George C. 
Decker, chief, Construction and Plan- 
ning Development, U. S. Office of Ed- 
ucation, spent August 11-13 in Auburn 
advising on plans for campus develop- 
ment. Dr. Draughon’s request to Mr. 
Decker followed Trustees’ approval of 
plans to make application for Federal 
loans to build a new library and new 
classroom buildings as soon as govern- 


ment funds become available for such 


construction.

Sewell, ’22, and Vice-Chairman Frank P. Samford, ’14. Actual cash on 
hand is $173,810; outstanding pledges total $89,991. 


Dr. Brown Appointed 
Assistant Dean Of 
Engineering School 


Dr. Earl I. Brown, II, became assist- 
ant dean of the API School of Engineer- 
ing on August 1. He was previously 
head of the API Civil Engineering De- 
partment. 


Among the chief duties that . Dr. 
Brown has assumed is that of assisting 
Engineering Dean Fred H. Pumphrey 
in strengthening and improving the in- 
structional program of the School of 
Engineering. He will devote particular 


. effort to improving the program at the 


graduate level with the ultimate pur- 
pose of establishing a doctoral program 
in engineering. 

Dean Pumphrey, who recommended 
Dr. Brown’s appointment to President 
Ralph. B: Draughon, explains that the 
establishment of a doctoral* program 
within the next three or four years is 
planned as a vital step in upgrading 
academic qualifications of the entire 
engineering faculty. The goal is to 
secure more men with more formal 
qualifications at all levels, 


Doctoral Program Needed 


Dean Pumphrey notes that a good 
doctoral program will attract capable 
instructors with master’s degrees—in- 
structors who would otherwise go into 
industry or to a school where they 
could pursue doctoral study and re- 
search while they teach. At the same 
time, the opportunity to teach doctoral 
candidates and direct doctoral research 
will offer an added inducement to 
capable professors with Ph.D.’s to come 
to Auburn. 


In addition to other qualifications, Dr. 
Brown brings to his new position three 
years of experience on the API Grad- 
uate Council, of which he is still a 
member. 

Dr. Brown is an active member of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, 
American Society for Engineering Edu- 
cation, America Concrete Institute, In- 
ternational Association for Bridge and 
Structural Engineering, Sigma Xi, Chi 
Epsilon, and Tau Beta Pi. 

He is listed in Who’s Who in Engi- 
neering and the 1956 American Men of 
Science.

Objectivity is the shrine at which 
many worthy journalists worship. Even 
in the circle of alumni editors one 
hears pious oratories offered at its al- 
tar. The Alumnews must confess its 
heresy; this alumni paper does not pre- 
tend to be detached, impersonal, or un- 
prejudiced: Nor does it admit objectivity 
as its ideal goal. 

Rather, the ideal for the Alumnews is 
a controlled, rational subjectivity. With 
conscious recognition of pun and para- 
dox, let us use an abstraction as a 


-eoncrete example. The motto of The 


Plainsman is To Foster the Auburn 
Spirit. With proper qualification, it is 
a logical motto for the Alumnews. Al- 
though we see concrete manifestations 
of the Auburn Spirit, the Spirit itself. 
has neither objective existence nor 
satisfactory definition. It exists only 
in the collective consciousness of the 
faculty, the alumni, and the students. 
Yet, it is a bond between Auburn men 
and women wherever they may be, 
but it has a somewhat different mean- 
ing to each one. It is modified by each 
generation, just as the college itself is 
modified by changing times and de- 
mands. 

At its best The Auburn Spirit is a 
manifestation of human _ nobility—of 
loyalty and devotion to an institution 
and cause bigger than the individual 
administrator, teacher, student, or 
alumnus.’ The first business of the 
Alumnews is to contribute all that it 
can to nurturing the Auburn Spirit in 
its noblest manifestation, This function 
cannot be fulfilled by setting object- 
ivity as the goal of the paper. Those 
responsible for production of the Alum- 
news must feel a greater sense of pride 
in the achievements of Auburn — her 
faculty, her students, and her alumni 
—than an objective observer can feel; 
and they must have a more vital in- 
terest in her problems and a deeper 
sense of shame for her weaknesses and 
failures. All these feelings are neces- 
sarily reflected in the Alumnews. 

The Alumnews errs when it fails to 
serve the best interest of the whole 
institution, which in this context means 
students, faculty, staff, and alumni. This 
error is easy to commit, first because 
of the difficulty of defining the best 
interest and secondly because of the 
problem of, determining how to serve 
that interest best after it is de- 
fined. However, these problems do not 
constitute uncontrollable odds if we 
recognize that the highest purpose of 
Auburn as an educational institution is 
the pursuit of truth and that the 
noblest manifestation of the Auburn 
spirit is sincere support of all worthy 
endeavors to fulfill that purpose. 

There is, we believe, truth that exists 
separate and apart from man’s in- 
dividual consciousness, an ultimate ob- 
jective truth. Pursuit of this truth is the 
high purpose of which we speak. Per- 
fect knowledge of the truth constantly 
eludes us, but pursuit of such know- 
ledge is, or should be, the ideal goal 
for education. We err when we accept 
a subjective interpretation of limited 
experience as perfect knowledge. And 
we must admit that all interpretations 
of truth are finally influenced by sub- 
jectivity. Education, then, at its best, 
seeks an unattainable goal. But the 
more we recognize’ the limitations of 
Subjectivity the better we can control 
them and the closer we can approach 
our goal. 


The Alumnews, recognizing the in- 
evitability and the desirability of the 
deeply emotional connotations of the 
word Auburn to each alumnus, sub- 
scribes to the ideal of marshalling the 
full power of these emotions behind an 
endeavor to seek the greatest possible

Auburn as an educational institution 
of higher learning. This we believe to 
be generally the ideal of our alumni 
leaders, our administration, our faculty, 
and our board of trustees. We are com< 
pelled to recognize that definition of 
the ideal will vary from person to per- 
son and that proposed ‘methods for 
working toward it will vary even more, 
often radically. 

The Alumnews proposes’ tobe as ob- 
jective.as possible in presentation. of 
different views and opinions. within 
the college proper and the alumni body, 
but we cannot be detached when we 
speak of Auburn as a whole or of her 
mission. We cannot be impersonal when 
we report the accomplishments of her 
alumni and faculty. We cannot read 
or hear what others say about her 
without the influence of prejudice (pre« 
judgment) coloring what we read and 
hear or without reacting to it—we can< 
not nor do we wish to; for our ideal of 
education grew out of the impact of 
Auburn upon us, To attempt to view 
Auburn with complete objectivity is as 
futile and undesirable as an effort te 
view one’s parents objectively.

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Meantime, Dr. James E. Greene, dean 
of the School of Veterinary Medicine, 
announced plans for proposed new 
buildings designed to meet the School’s 
Space requirements for many years. 
Proposed new buildings for the large 
animal clinic and the research unit will 
be located on Wire Road approximately 
one mile west of Vet Hill. Funds from 
the bond issue made possible by ap- 
proval of Amendment 5 last December 
provided the principal finances for the 
vet buildings. An additional $250,000 
needed in order to complete construc« 
tion may come from the National Ine 
Stitute of Health.

The nation’s longest winning streak, 
14: consecutive victories, for a major 


college grid team will be on the line 


when Auburn hosts Tennessee in Birm- 
ingham on Sept. 27. 


The Tigers of Coach Ralph Jordan | 


took home all National and Southeastern 
Football honors in 1957 when they were 
unbeaten and untied in 10 games—win- 
ning the National Championship and 
the Southeastern Conference crown. 

Many of the stars of that great team 
have departed. Now gone are All- 
America End Jimmy Phillips and All- 
SEC selections Billy Atkins, fullback, 
Tim Baker, right guard, and Ben Pres- 
ton, left tackle. 

The much-discussed Plainsmen need 
not be pitied, however. They have an 
array of spotted Tigers graduating from 
the freshman team who will be among 
the South’s best and a strong line. of 
veterans returning. 

Auburn’s pre-season football ratings 
have all been among the top five in 
the nation. Such ratings are not only 
due to the 1957 success but also to the 
return of outstanding players such as 
End Jerry Wilson and Center Jackie 
Burkett, both pre-season All-Americas, 
Lefthalf Tommy Lorino, Left Guard 
Zeke Smith, and Quarterback Lloyd Nix 
returning from the first string. 

“We should have another good Au- 
burn football team in 1958, comparable 
to the teams we've fielded since 1953,” 
says Jordan. 

From 1953 through 1957, Jordan’s 
teams have compiled a record of 39 
victories, nine losses, and two ties — 
plus running up. 14 straight victories. 

{Team defense made Auburn better 
than any opponent in 1957, and 1958 
should produce another great defensive 
team with few vulnerable holes.

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‘Nick’ Hare And His Cotton Picker THE MEN BEHIND THE FUTURE FARMERS— 


Congenial, convivial Nicholas S. (Nick) Hare, ’34, a busy lawyer 
with a deep interest in politics and a flare for personal participation in 
political contests, hardly appears to be the type of person that the casual 


observer associates with creativity in applied science. 


But a sometimes 


manifest yen for invention and an ever-ready talent for it have kept 
Nick at work with inventive ideas for a number of years. 


One of those ideas resulted on June 
10 in the patenting of a new cotton 
picker which Nick maintains, with ap- 
parent justification, may revolutionize 
cotton farming, Nick conceived the idea 
after noting that conventional mechan- 
ical cotton pickers do not clean fields 
-of opened cotton and that the quality 
of machine picked cotton is much 
Jower than that of hand-picked. 

Nick, after working with his idea for 


some time, secured the services of Rob- 
jn Beach, Brooklyn, N. Y., as an as- 
sociate. Together they completed the 
new picker which works on an elec- 
trostatic principle. 

Important distinctions between the 
Hare-Beach picker and _ conventional 


pickers are that the Hare-Beach picker 


uses dry spindles to gather the cotton 
and does not require direct contact with 
the open boll. Conventional pickers use 
water dampened spindles with mois- 
ture serving to cause adherence of the 
cotton to the spindle. With them the cot- 
ton must come in direct contact with 
the spindle or else be left unpicked. 
Quality of cotton thus picked is low- 
ered because the dampened fiber col- 
lects more trash, the fiber is stained, 
and the moisture causes matting and 
tearing in the subsequent ginning pro- 
cess. 

The lo of quality is increased by 
the fact that conventional spindles with 
their sharp barbs must make close con- 
tact with the cotton. Consequently, they 
tear bolls and stalks and shred leaves 
to manufacture more staining trash to 
adhere to the cotton. 

In contrast, the Hare-Beach picker 
attracts the cotton fiber through the 
magnetic effect of electrically-charged 
Spindles. The attraction of the spindle, 
or picking finger, will cause the light 


fibers of cotton to move as much as an 


inch and then cause them to adhere 
to the spindle while it plucks them with 
& rotating motion. The fact that direct 
contact between the cotton and the 


Spindle is not initially required means 


that more cotton can be picked with 
fewer spindles and little damage to 
bolls, stalks, and leaves. The electrical- 
ly charged spindles do not attract trash, 
and the dry cotton doesn’t adhere to 
trash as the dampened, conventionally 


Picked fiber does. 

Nick says that practically no ripe cot- 
ton along the row is missed during the 
electrostatic picking operation. He 
notes that in addition to picking a cot- 
ton field cleaner and producing cleaner, 
Whiter cotton to go to the ginner, the 
electrostatic principal permits for the 
first time the use of rubber picking 
Spindles which are yielding, long last- 
ing, and inexpensive to manufacture. 
The electrostatic charge is conducted to 
the center of the rubber spindles and 
the electrostatic field which attracts 
the cotton is created by induction. The 


_ fubber will yield to obstructions, which 


also means that damage to stalks and

unopened bolls which do come in .con- 
tact with the machine is considerably 
less than caused by conventional 
spindles with their sharp steel barbs. 
For the same reason, there is less dam- 
age to the picked fiber which is often 
cut or broken by the conventional steel 
barbs. 

The Hare-Beach picker will not be 
in operation this fall in cotton fields 
across the land because there is still 
the problem of the inventor and the 
manufacturer coming together. Since 
Nick confirms that the machine works 
as well in practice as it sounds in 
theory, it is to be hoped that this little 
problem is quickly solved not only in 
the interest of the cotton farmer but 
also for the benefit of many aching 
backs that result from the necessity of 
continued hand-picking to maintain 
quality,

About “The Elite And The Masses’ 


—From an address by John Gardner, President of the Carnegie Corporation, be- 
fore the Association of Urban Universities, as reproduced in “American Associa- 
tion of Land-Grant Colleges circular letter No. 16,” June 2, 1958. 

“Arguments about quality in higher education tend to be rather 
heated, and rather pointless. There are many reasons why such conver- 
sations become muddled, the foremost being that they so often degene- 
rate into arguments over ‘elite’ versus ‘mass’ education. There is an as- 
sumption that a society can choose to educate a few people exceedingly 


well or to educate a great number 


that it cannot do both. 


“With this assumption there are a 


lot of things wrong. First, a modern 
society such as ours cannot choose. to 
do one or the other. It has no choice 
but to do both. Our kind of society 
calls for the maximum development of 
individual potentialities of all levels. 
Many Americans still regard educa- 
tion as a luxury, a high-minded ac- 
tivity which is all right if society can 
afford it. This is strictly a Nineteenth 
Century view. Today we cannot af- 
ford not to have education. It is an 
absolute bedrock necessity, central to 
our present strength and to our future 
growth. 


“So-called quality education and so- 
called mass education are by no means 
mutually exclusive. The notion that 
they might be is simply archaic. We 
distort present-day reality when we 
try to force it into archaic molds. 

“This is not to say that there are not 
some remarkably archaic characters in

our midst. There are voices heard in 


the land today that would turn back 
the clock in favor of a truly and ex- 
clusively ‘elite’ education, forsaking 
our hard-won gains in education for all 
American youth.

Blasingame—A Pioneer In Mechanized Farming

Fifty years ago, my classmate, Ralph 
Blasingame, was graduated in Civil En- 
gineering at Auburn, but his really re- 
markable career has been entirely in 
Agricultural Engineering. Among the 
pioneers of mechanized farming, he has 
turned his diverse talents to research 
in that field. Along with research have 
gone teaching and much writing to 
spread the gospel of the machine in ag- 
riculture, 


I’m glad to say that his alma mater 
was an early beneficiary of his work— 
but of that, more later. I’d like, first, 
to sketch briefly his beginnings and then 
devote a little space to what he has 
done in State institutions under the 
Land Grant Act, in industry and most 
recently, abroad.

The Murchison prize is given to winners of a 
national competition among students of architecture. Entrants submit 
drawings to meet a specified problem in architectural design. Mount’s 
design, based on the nationally assigned problem, was of a small office 
building for tropical South America. Lot size, location, and the environs, 
including architectural descriptions of buildings around the lot, were 


designated in the problem. 


Drawings were judged on the basis of economy, flexibility, and aes-
